We have supposed this simple case in 
order to illustrate to the people the 
measures that have been instituted and 
executed iu Wall Street recently. There 
probably never was a finer harvest in 
America than that which has rewarded 
the labors of the husbandman during 
the past year. All kinds of business 
have been in a fair state of prospe rity. 
Money has been sufficiently plenty. 
Building has been going on everywhere. 
The farmers havsfjheen paid, the labor- 
ers have been paid, manufacturers have 
been prosperous, and merchants have 
been doing well. The public debt has 
been diminished every month by mil- 
lions. The public funds have been in 
demand at goodQprices, at home and 
abroad. We lwve been at peace with 
all the world, and we are likely to re- 
main so. There haa not been a single 
cloud upou the financial horizon. In 
the midst of all this prosperity and 
peace and popular comfort, a group of 
unprincipled men organized a gigantic 
scheme for withdrawing from circula- 
tion, and locking up. an immense sum 
of money, with which the conutry had 
been doing its business. The conse- 
quence was immediate stringency of the 
money market, and immediate distress. 
Stocks were sacrificed. Feeble houses 
went by the board. Every bank through- 
out the whole country felt the shock, 
and tightened up its credits. Country 
banks that had been in the habit of 
drawing agaiast deposits of New York 
bdls not matured, were shut off from 
that resort and privilege. Every interest 
was depressed in the exact degree in 
which the facilities for doing business 
had been withdrawn. All this trouble, 
let it be remembered, was produced by 
a few men for the simple purpose of 
making money out of it. This distress 
was precisely what they aimed at Their 
project would have miscarried entirely 
if they had not produced it Not one 
dollar have thev made out of it that was 
not forced from unwilling hands without 
an equivalent. !f they hail presented ft 
pistol at the heads of their victims, and 
said, "Your money or your life," and 
secured their booty in that way, they 
would not have compelled the surrender 
of what was not theirs any more truly 
than they did by the mode of compul-

blood selected. 

Now what tire we to say of these men 

and how are they to be regarded? That 
they have committed a great and unpro- 
voked outrage upon the community, 
there is no question. They have robbed 
the rich, they have de stroy ed the weak, 
they have distressed "the poor, they have 
obstructed the public prosperity, they 
have clogged the wheels of the national 
industry, and all for the purpose of 
forcing im unearned current of profit in- 
to their own pockets, already ^»rged by 
gains questionably gotten. If this is 
not outrage and robbery in the eye of 
the law, it is not because it is not both 
of these ia the eyi s pf all houest men 
through wnose pure, elenr vision God 
sends his own look through the world.

STEAM FLOW I SO. 

It is a singular fact that, with all the 
practical progressive ingenuity to which 
as a nation we aro justly entitled, we are 
behind all Europe, and eveu behind old 
Egypt, in availing ourselves of the very 
important advantages of steam plowing. 
In the cultivation of large tracts of 
land steam plowing is undoubtedly 
more efficient, as well as more econo- 
mical, than the present system Our 
English cousins fully appreciate this. 
There are in England several different 
establishments, employing over twelve 
hundred men each in the manufacture 
of steam plows. The plan found to 
work best in Great Britain, is to have 
organized companies who hire out their 
steam machines and do the work by 
contract, aud it is said that more than 
five hundred steam plows are thus held 
for hire. The success of the experi- 
ment is proved by its working on a tract 
of five hundred acres uear Loudon. So 
poor was the land deemed that it would 
not bring a rent of three dollars per 
acre, but after being plowed by steam it 
brought a clear profit of $18,000 on 
grain crops. Scotland also finds no 
difficulty in making steam plowing 
"pay." In Germany the same mechani- 
cal force meets jywith general approval, 
while further in the East the pacha of 
Egypt employs four hundred of these 
plows. In those countries the lands are 
old, an.Tthnroiifrhly freed from all ob- 
structions, which may account for the 
extensive use of steam plows. Then, 
again, the land being held in immense 
estates, the proprietors are able to pur- 
chase and use them with great economy, 
when their expeusiveness would pre- 
clude small landholders from the jxissi- 
bility of availing themselves of their 
advantages. But our western prairies 
are naturally level and free from ob- 
structions, and there stems to be no ex- 
isting reason for their not being plowed 
by steam, other than the reason which 
causes the Turk of Asia Minor and the 
greaser of Mexico to-day to use a wood- 
en plow instead of an iron one — to wit, 
thriftless ignorance. The use of the 
steam plow is no longer an experiment, 
as the abve English statistics prove. It 
but remains, therefore, for our western 
farmers to club together and purchase 
them, using them first for themselves, | hay, we should choose varieties to mix

PRICE AMD STYLES OF FURS. 

Serviceable and handsome furs have 
come within the reach of moderate pur- 
ses, owing, perhaps, to the ingenuity 
displayed by furriers in the adaptation 
of skins formerly unheard of. 

Seal skin sets of a fine quality are to 
be had very low. These look well with 
walking dresses, soften the complexion, 
and last, though not least, do not at- 
tract moths. 

They are preferable to the coarse 
qualities of mink, which wear lighter, 
and are hard to protect. The fur known 
as the Alaska sable is somewhat lower 
in price than seal skin. It has a very 
lich effect and is preferred by many. 

The price of Russian sable puts it be- 
yond general reach, a muff and boa 
costing from £100 to £800. 

Ermine has decreased in price. This 
is the most becoming of all furs, but it 
is reserved for carriage, dress and even- 
ing wear. 

For use no fur excels the black As- 
traclutn, and tho price is very moderate. 
In tlus climate such a set is very desira- 
ble. Thus muffled one can face all 
weather, as rain does not hurt the fur. 

Trimming furs are sold by the yard, 
and are very effective on velvet over- 
dresses and sacques. It is allowable to 
put them on heavy woolen stuffs, but 
they should be chosen with care as to

The putting away of furs, after the 
season, is an important matter. Accord- 
ing to fur dealers camphor should not 
be used. The furs should be hung in 
the air for several days, beaten thorough- 
ly with a light switch, rolled in brown 
paper, put in boxes, and placed in a dry 
closet At intervals, through the sum- 
mer, it is well to take them out, and ex- 
amine and air them. This is all that is 
necessary for their preservation from 
moths. — Dt Hiorcst's Monthly. 

Dn. Hall gives the following "eat- 
ing negations :" " Never eat when you 
are not hungry ; never eat when you are 
are very tired ; never eat just before 
severe mental or physical effort ; never 
eat while in a passion ; never eat when 
very low-spirited ; never eat just before 
a bath ; never eat while greatly wor- 
ried."

The writer in the fJcunomiM proceeds :

This effect now up^Ni^rHo lie tracei^le 
to the unusual magnitude of the fluc- 
tuations which are observable in the 
crop. The difference between 1H70-71 
and 1872, as we have seen, was 1,378,- 
000 bales, and there was a difference of 
1,198,000 bales between 1870-71 and the 
previous year. To all appearance such 
large fluctuations were unknown before 
the civil war. The highest we notice 
was in 186tVtt^ when the crop was 1,- 
013,000 bales short of the highest re- 
corded crop of 4,009,770 bales in the 
previous year, and previous to that 
the maximum variation was ubout 700,- 
000 bales. The consequence that th'.mdi 
the average crop maybe relatively rather 
smaller than before in relation to the 
total supply, yet tho limit of variation 
is wider, and permits of changes which 
are quite as great in relation to the sup- 
ply as were the smaller changes in the 
crop when there was practically no other 
supply but American. If this ex- 
treme variability should be permanent, 
in consequence of some peculiarity in 
the conditions of free labor, it will have 
most disturbing effect on the cotton 
trade, and a good deal of anxiety must 
be felt by all interested until a longer 
has l>eeu obtained. 

MA TERIALS FOR MAS URE. 

The latest harvest of the season is at 
hand. It is the gathering of materials 
for a stock of manures for next year. 
On this work depends the amount which 
may be reaped from next year's crop. 
If the supply of manure can be doubled 
the crops mayrsbe increased in more 
than equal projiortion. It is not the 
droppings of the stt>ck alone that con- 
stitute manure , there are many mate- 
rials tbat may be gathered from other 
sources equally valuable. The great

fodder. But its mechanical condition 
has been changed, and in its present 
state of minut« division it more rapidly 
enters into decom{K)Hition. That is the 
whole secret of the value of animal 
manure. Every tanner has it in hishw 
control abundance of material worth as 
much as the droppings of his cattle 
which, if gathered and mingled with the 
more easily decomposed matter, will 
furnish for his crops food of the richest 
description. Of these the first in im- 
portance is forest leaves. These rapidly 
decay, and contain a much larger pro- 
portion of the most valuable fertilizers 
than the wood. While dry wood con- 
tains from one-tenth of a pound to 
four pounds in the thousand in potash, 
dry leaves and young twigs contain from 
half a pound up to ten pounds of potash 
in the thousand. Almost exactly the 
same relative^ proportion holds good in 
regard to the phosphoric acid contained 
n these substances. A thousand pounds 
of leaves of the mixed forest 
growths, common in the United States, 
will yield nearly two pounds of this 
most indispensable fertilizer. Leaves 
may be gathered at any time before 
snow falls. They should be raked to- 
gether with hay rakes — either hand 
rakes or horse — and gathered into piles. 
They may be hauled now or in winter, 
but now is the accepted time. A hay- 
rack, protected at the sides by a few 
boards is an excellent vehicle to haul
